of  Shoreham-by-Sea  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1963* 

The  mid-year  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  was  17,690  persons,  this  being  I70  more  than  the  previous 
year.  Births  numbered  264  as  compared  with  265  in  I962.  There 
were  203  deaths  from  all  causes  (208  in  I962)  and  the  number  of 
deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  was  three (7  in  1962).  Accident 
was  the  cause  of  death  in  4  cases  but  none  of  these  was  a  motor 
vehicle  accident.  There  were  6  suicides  (4  in  I962).  Cancer 
deaths  totalled  38*  Uo  deaths  occurred  as  a  result  of  tuberculosis 
or  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Disease,  I963  was  a  Measles 
year  and  499  cases  of  measles  were  notified.  Encephalitis  occurred 
as  a  complication  in  one  case.  Rive  cases  of  tuberculosis,  of  the 
lungs  v;ere  notified;  the  ages  of  the  patients  were  2  years,  15years 
33  years,  66  years  and  69  years 

During  I963  there  was  an  importation  of  Typhoid  Rever 
into  the  country  and  in  co.''nection  with  this  two  persons  resident 
in  the  District  had  to  be  kept  under  surveillance,  since  they  had 
returned  to  Shoreham  from  an  i.23fected  area.  The  presence  of  typhoid 
or  food  poisoning  makes  one  consider  the  facilities  available  for 
personal  hygiene  and  not  only  from  the  numerical  standpoint;  the 
type  of  equipment  also  merits  consideration.  With  few  exceptions 
ablution  and  household  sanitary  fittings  are  hand  operated , viz s  the 
flushing  hai'idle  on  the  water  closet,  (the  knob  on  the  Water  closet 
door)  and  the  taps  on  the  wash  hand  basins  which  basin  is  usually 
sited  outside  the  water-closet  cubicles.  The  result  of  using  hand 
operated  equipment  is  that  there  is  ample  opportunity  for  contamin¬ 
ating  a  number  of  articles  before  one  v/ashes  one's  hands.  Finally 
if  the  v/ash  hand  basin  is  to  be  left  as  one  would  like  to  .tind  it 
after  washing,  the  handsRre  immediately  re-contaminated  in  the 
process  of  turning  the  tap  again.  I  have  made  enquiries  as  to  the 
obstacles  to  Viavin'f  foot  operated  pedals  on  the  various  items  of 
equipment  I  have  mentioned  and  from  different  sources  I  have 
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received  the  same  reply  ~  cost.  Of  course  it  v/ould  be  a  costly 
procedure  to  convert  existing  fittings  and  that  is  too  much  to 
be  hoped  for.  The  initial  cost  to  manufacturers  in  switching 
over  to  foot-operated  equipment  would  also  be  costly  but  this 
is  a  small  price  to  pay  for  such  a  disease-preventive  measure, 
because,  it  is  an  undeniable  fact  that  every  case  of  food 
poisoning  is  due  to  the  lack  of  personal  hygiene  by  someone. 

With  the  present  type  of  equipment  I  say  we  cannot  achieve 
complete  personal  hygiene  and  1  would  like  to  see  a  move  for 
the  provision  of  foot-operated  sanitary  fittings.  It  may  be  said 
that  you  can  take  a  horse  to  the  water  but  you  can't  make  it 
drink.  However,  the  water  must  first  of  all  be  provided  or  the 
horse  can't  drink.  Similarly  the  proper  type  of  equipment  must 
be  provided  and  here,  even  if  some  do  not  use  the  wash  hand 
basin  they  will  not  contaminate  the  equipment  for  others. 

It  will  be  seen  on  page  22  of  the  Report  that  over 
3  tons  of  food  was  voluntarily  surrendered  during  the  year. 

This  is  greatly  in  excess  of  that  for  1962.  The  reason  for  a 
considerable  part  of  the  increase  was  a  breakdown  in  deep  freeze 
cabinets.  The  remainder  was  mainly  caused  by  casualties  in  the 
factory  or  en  route  to  the  retailer,  such  as  damage  to  tins, 
containers,  etc. 

I  wish  to  express  mythanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  for  their  support,  to  the 
officers  of  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  to  the 
staff  of  my  own  Department,  especially  Mr.  Goodbody,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  STATISTICS 


Shoreham-by-Sea  is  on  the  south  coast,  midway  between 
Brighton  and  Worthing.  Plov;ing  down  from  Bramber  in  the  North, 
the  River  Adur  bounds  the  town  on  its  west  side;  winding  under 
the  Norfolk  Bridge,  it  then  flows  eastwards  until  it  again  turns 
southwards  at  Kingston.  In  this  v;ay,  the  river  cuts  off,  from 
Shoreham  town,  the  shingle  beach  south  of  the  Adur. 

The  town  possesses  two  main  public  recreation  areas, 
namely,  Buckingham  Park  and  the  Adur  Recreation  Ground. 

Buckingham  Park  comprising  38  acres,  is  situated  at  the 
foot  of  the  Downs  north  of  the  town.  It  is  a  public  park  and 
provides  amenities  for  general  sports  and  recreational 
activities. 

The  Adur  Recreation  Ground  is  situated  on  the  west  side 
of  the  River  Adur,  near  the  Norfolk  Bridge.  This  comprises 
24  acres  on  part  of  which  playing  facilities  are  provided. 

The  tovm  is  mainly  residential.  Industrial  hereditaments 
form  .72^  by  number  and  I3.86/’  by  value  of  the  total  rateable 
value .

Dustbins  are  supplied  and  maintained  by  the  householder 
and  failure  'to  maintain  dustbins  in  a  proper  state  of  repair 
gives  rise  to  a  nuisance. 

During  1965  complaints  received  numbered  31  and  64  visits 
were  made  in  connection  with  defective  dustbins. 

29  informal  notices  were  served  relating  to  the  provision 
of  new  dustbins. 


Cleansing  of  Verminous  Premises 

Houses .  During  the  year  8  houses  comprising  24  rooms  were 
found  to  be  infested  with  fleas  or  bed-bugs  and 

were  disinfested.  12  houses  were  treated  for  other 
insect  infestations. 

Infested  houses  are  treated  v/-ith  liquid  insectic¬ 
ides  or  gammexane  smoke  according  to  circumstances 

The  houses  and  furniture  of  prospective  tenants  of 
Council  houses  are  examined  where  necessary  for 
the  presence  of  vermin  and  treated  as  above. 

Other  Premises.  24  other  premises  comprising  26  rooms 

were  treated  for  insects.  The  treatments  carried 
out  under  this  heading  were  mainly  for  cockroaches 

Insecticides  used  were  pybuthrin,  gammexane  and 
insecticidal  lacqeur. 


Offensive  Trades. 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1956  schedules  certain  offensive 
trades  and  no  person  shall  establish  any  of  these  trades 
without  the  consent  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  trades 
scheduled  are  those  of  blood  boiler,  blood  drier,  bone 
boiler,  fat  extractor,  fat  melter, fellmonger,  glue  maker, 
gut  scraper,  rag  and  bOne  dealer,  size  maker,  soap  boiler, 
tallov/  melter,  tripe  boiler. 
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There  is  one  Offensive  Trade  business  in  Shoreham-by-Sea  and 
The  Council  has  made  Byelaws  which  provide  for  the  regulation, 
of  the  conduct  of  this  business. 

Recently  this  firm  has,  in  addition  to  its  Offensive  Trade 
business,  introduced  the  processing  of  feathers  on  part  of  the 
premises.  This  process  is  not  a  scheduled  offensive  trade 
business  and  so  does  not  come  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Offensive  Trade  Byelaws. 

During  19^5  many  complaints  of  offensive  odours  alleged  to 
have  emanated  from  these  premises  from  the  processing  of  feathers 
were  received.

The  construction  of  the  public  conveniences  in  the  Middle 
_^Street  car  park  was  completed  in  April  19^5  and  they  were  opened 
"on  the  11th.  April  1965*  With  the  opening  of  these,  the 
conveniences  at  the  Town  Hall  were  closed. 

A  part  time  attendant  is  employed  to  look  aftei*  the  public 
conveniences . 

Washing  facilities  v/ith  hot  and  cold  water  are  provided  at 
those  in  Middle  Street.  During  19^3  wash  hand  basins  with  cold 

water  supplies  only  were  provided  at  Nos,  2,  5>  4. 

Public  Swimming  Baths. 

There  is  no  public  swimming  bath.  An  open  air  sv;imming 
pool  has  been  provided  for  the  use  of  the  school  children  at  the 
Secondary  Modern  Girls’  School.  .This  was  opened  in  i960.  The  pool 
is  supplied  with  mains  water.  The  purification  of  the  water  in 
the  pool  is  carried  out  by  a  process  of  filtration  and  chlorin¬ 
ation. 

During  the  year  one  sample  of  the  pool  v;ater  was  submitted 
for  examination  and  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.

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PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1951 


This  Act  requires  that  no  person  shall  keep  a  pet 
shop  except  under  the  authority  of  a  licence  granted  by  the 
local  authority.

The  number  of  licences  to  keep  a  Pet  Shop  in  the 
District  is  three,  there  having  been  no  change  during  the  year. 

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  PILLING  MATERIALS  ACT  19^1 

This  Act  is  designed  to  secure  the  use  of  ''clean" 
filling  materials  in  upholstered  and  other  articles  which  are 
stuffed  or  lined.  Under  this  Act  it  is  unlawful  in • the  course 
of  business  to  use  filling  materials  to  which  the  Act  applies, 
in  any  form  of  upholstery,  the  stuffing  or  lining  cf  toys, 
baby  carriages  etc,  except  on  premises  registered  by  a  local 
authority.  It  is  also  an  offence  to  sell  or  expose  for  sale  on 

any  premises  any  article  containing  filling  material  to  which 
the  Act  applies,  which  does  not  comply  with  standards  of 
cleanliness  laid  down. 

One  factory  in  the  District  is  registered  for  the  use 
of  filling  materials. 


HEATING  APPLIANCES  (FIREGUARDS)  ACT  1932 

This  Act  prohibits  the  sale  or  letting  of  electric 
fires, gas  fires  or  oil  heaters  v;hich  are  not  fitted  with  such 
fireguards  as  are  prescribed  by  thr  Heating  Appliances ( Fireguards 
guards)  Regulations , 1953 • 

During  the  year  59  heating  appliances  were  examined  in  the 
in  the  shops  and  ¥/ere  found  satisfactorily  equipped  with 
fireguards  and  marked  with  the  appropriate  British  Standard 
Specification  mark. 


CLEAN  AiRACT,  1956 

During  19^5 »  thirteen  complaints  were  received 
concerning  smoke  or  dust  alleged  to  emanate  from  the  chimneys 
of  industrial  premises. 

47  observations  were  made  in  respect  of  smoke  or 
dust  emissions.  4  informal  notices  were  served  in  respect  there¬ 
of  and  tliGse  were  complied  vjith.

Unfortunately,  in  the  following  case  it  was  necessary 
to  invoke  the  provisions  of  the  Nations,!  Assistance  (Amendment) 
Act,  1951. 

Mrs.  R.  aged  over  60  years 

This  old  lady  lived  alone  and  was  visited  at  intervals 
by  relatives.  She  was  nearly  blind.  She  had  been  provided  with 
the  services  of  a  home  help,  meals  on  wheels  and  a  district 
nurse.  Owing  to  the  revolting  personal  habits  she  developed 
she  put  a  severe  strain  on  the  Home  Help  Service  and  it 
became  impossible  to  provide  her  with  the  care  and  attention 
she  needed,  in  her  home.  She  v/as  aggressively  adamant  that  she 
would  not  enter  hospital  and  so  it  became  necessaryto  use  the 

provisions  of  the  National  Assistance (Amendment ) Ac t , 1951  to 
secure  her  compulsory  removal.  A.  vacancy  was  found  for  her  in 
the  Home  Field  Annexe  of  the  Worthing  Hospital  and  an  Order  for 
her  removal  was  obtained  and  this  was  carried  into  effect  on  the 
25th.  November  19^3 • 
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Mortuary.  The  Council  provides  a  Public  Mortuary  at  which  there 
are  facilities  for  post-mortem  examinations  to  be  carried  out. 

By  arrangement  with  the  respective  Councils  bodies 
from  Southwick  Urban  District  and  Chanctonbury  Rural  District 
are  also  received  into  the  mortuary.  During  19^5  the  number  of 
bodies  received  into  the  mortuary  from  each  District  is  shown

Woodworm  in  Council  houses. 

The  treatment  of  Council  houses  was  continued  during 
the  year.  Nine  pre-war  Council  houses  wore  treated  initially 
and  ninety  six  houses  were  given  a  secondary  treatment.  In 
addition,  six  post-war  houses  were  treated. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Brighton  Corporation  supplies  all  the  houses 
in  the  District  except  for  one  house  which  obtains  its  supply 
from  another  Water  Board. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Needham  Green,  B.Sc.,  M.I.C.E., 
Brighton  Corporation  V/aterworks  Engineer  for  the  following 
information  about  the  water  supply  to  the  District  during  I965. 
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1,  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality. 

2.  Bacteriological  examinations  of  both  raw  and  treated 
waters  were  made  at  weekly  intervals  in  the  department’s 
laboratory  except  in  certain  instances  ?;here  bacteriological 
pollution  was  present  in  the  raw  v/aters  when  samples  of 
both  rav7  and  chloraminated  waters  were  examined  daily. 

The  total  number  of  raw  and  treated  water  samples  examined 
from  the  Pumping  stations,  together  with  a  summary  of  the 
bacteriological  results  obtained  is  given  belo?;;

Colony  counts  at  22°C  after  5  days ' and  at  57  C  after  one 
day’s  incubation  were  generally  low  in  number. 

Abbreviated  chemical  an/alyses  were  carried  out  at  weekly 
intervals  throughout  the  year  on  all  raw  waters  and  a 
general  chemical  a,nd  mineral  examination  was  made  each 
month. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  1846  daily  samples  from 
taps  at  fixed  points  on  the  district  have  been  examined 
bacteriologically ,  the  results  of  which  have  shown  the 
chloraminated  waters  going  to  supply  to  be  of  the  highest 
standard  of  purity. 

Bacteriological  and  abbreviated  chemical  examinations  have 
also  been  carried  out  on  795  samples  of  water  from  service 

reservoirs.  A  total  of  4»955  samples  were  examined  in  the 
department's  laboratory  during  the  year. 

Since  all  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  chalk,  there  is 
little  likelihood  of  any  plumbo-solvent  action,  and  no 
evidence  of  such  action  is  apparent. 

In  the  event  ofany  raw  v/ater  shoT^ing  evidence  of  bacterial 
pollution,  sampling  is  increased  to  daily  intervals  and  a 
survey  of  the  catchment  area  is  made  in  a,n  effort  to  find 
the  cause.  In  addition,  if  it  is  considered  necessary, 
appropriate  adjustments  of  gas  dosages  are  made. 

The  supply  in  Shoreham-by-Sea  is  direct  to  the 
houses.  The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  is  negligible. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEV/AGE  DISPOSAL 


Practically  all  the  premises  in  the  District  are  on 
main  drainage. 

The  sewage  from  the  Shoreham  Urban  District  either 
gravitates  or  is  pumped  to  a  large  underground  storage  tank 
holding  a  million  gallons  at  the  extreme  end  of  Dolphin  Road, 
(eastern  end); the  tank  is  connected  by  a  45"  diameter  sewer  to 
the  Portslade  and  Southwick  Outfall  Sewage  Board's  sea  outfall 
which  it  joins  in  Albion  Street  ,Southv/ick ,  and  extends  under 
the  harbour  and  for  a  distance  out  to  the  sea  from  the  fore¬ 
shore  of  approximately  1,000  feet. 

The  tank  is  discharged  twice  every  tv^enty-four  hours 
through,  this  outfall  together  with  sev/age  from  Southwick, 
Portslade,  and  a  small  part  of  Hove.  The  discharge  takes  place 
during  a  period  of  approximately  two  hours  commencing  one  and 
a  half  hours  after  each  high  water.  Apart  from  rough  screening 
no  treatment  of  the  sewage  takes  place. 

At  present  the  Council  have  a  scheme  in  preparation 
to  augment  and  increase  the  capacity  of  the  existing  system  on 
Shoreham  Beach,  to  meet  the  needs  of  future  development  in 
the  North  Eastern  area  of  this  locality. 

A  few  cesspools  stillexist  in  the  District.  These  are 
emptied  by  means  of  a  mechanical  cesspool  emptier. 


COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSiL  OF  REFUSE 

There  is  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse.  It  is 
taken  to  the  Refuse  Disposal  Plant  at  Halewick  Lane,  Sompting 
v/hich  is  jointly  used  by  the  Worthing  Rural  District  Council, 
the  Shoreham-by-Sea  Urban  District  Council,  the  Southwick 
Urban  District  Council  and  the  Portslade  Urban  District  Council, 
At  the  Plant  the  refuse  is  discharged  from  the  vehicles  into  a 
hopper  and  from  this  it  passes  on  to  a  moving  belt.  As  the  belt 
moves  on,  salvageable  materials  are  separated  out  and  the 
residue  is  taken  to  pulverisers.  The  pulverised  material  is 
deposited  in  layers  in  the  Halewick  valley. 

The  services  in  connection  with  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  and  with  refuse  collection  and  disposal  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Surveyor  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  the 
information  given  above  about  these  services.

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Food  Complaints 


During  I965,  eight  complaints  were  received  from  residents 
who  felt  that  they  had  been  sold  food  v\rhich  was  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  A  full  investigation  was  made  of  all  these  complaints 
and  the  vendors  of  the  food  in  question  were  informed  and  invited 
to  submit  explanations.  In  five  cases  the  complaints  could  not  be 
substantiated  and  no  action  was  taken;  legal  proceedings  were 
taken  in  two  cases  and  in  cne  case  the  investigations  had  not  been 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Powers  to  deal  with  food  complaints  are  provided  in  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  under  section  2  and  section  8.  The 
complaints  in  respect  of  which  the  Council  instituted  legal 
proceedings  were  taken  under  Section  2  of  the  Act  which  relates  to 
general  protection  for  purchasers  of  food  and  drugs.  This  section 
provides  that  a  person  selling  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser 
any  food  or  drug  which  is  not  of  the  nature,  or  not  of  the 
substance,  or  not  of  the  quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser,  shall 
be  guilty  of  an  offence. 

Below  are  the  particulars  of  the  cases  in  which  the  Council 
instituted  legal  proceedings:

This  section  provides  that  any  person  who  sells  or  offers  or 
exposes  for  sale,  or  has  in  his  possession  for  the  purpose  of  sale 
any  food  intended  for, but  unfit  for,  human  consumption,  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  offence. 
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Section  9  (Exainination  and  seizure  of  suspected  food) 


An  authorised  officer  of  a  council  may  at  all  reason¬ 
able  times  examine  any  food  intended  for  human  consumption 
which  has  been  sold,  or  is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale, or  is  in 
in  possession  of,  or  has  been  deposited  v/ith  or  consigned  to, 
any  person  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  or  of  preparation  for 
sale,  and  if  it  appears  to  him  to  be  unfit  for  human  consump¬ 
tion  may  seize  it  and  remove  it  in  order  to  have  it  dealt 
with  by  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  Section, 
but  requests  were  received  from  tradespeople  for  examination 
of  suspected  food.  Below  is  the  list  of  foods  found  to  be  unfit 
for  human  consumption  and  voluntarily  surrendered.

It  is  required  to  comply  with  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test  for  bacterial  cleanliness.

2 .  Biological  examination 

34  samples  of  "Raw"  milk  were  submitted  for  biological 
examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  for  the 
brucella  organism,  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

The  reports  on  32  of  these  were  satisfactory.  In  the 
case  of  one  sample  a"wcakly  positive"  Ring  Test  was  obtained. 
This  is  a  test  for  the  brucella  organism.  In  the  case  of  another 
sample  the  guinea  pig  inoculated  with  the  sample  died  3  days 
later  and  so  no  report  could  be  given.

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HOUSING 


In  relation  to  housing,  local  authorities  have  duties  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts  1936  and  I96I  and  the  Housing  Acts. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  the  main  action  taken 
is  in  respect  of  Nuisances  -  their  discovery  and  abatement.

The  House 
Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959  introduced  a  new  system  of 
grants  known  as  Stands.--:-'  "rants  .and  the  Housing  Act  I96I 
ushered  in  a  new  systeiT;  of  housing  subsidies ,  and  gives  exten¬ 
sive  new  powers  to  loor.l  au':horities  to  enable  them  to  deal 
with  bad  living  conditions  in  houses  let  in  lodgings  or 
occupied  by  members  of  iriore  tha:Q  one  family’-.

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FACTORIES  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 


FACTORIES  ACT.  1961 

District  Councils  have  certain  responsibilities  in 
connection  with  general  health  and  welfare  provisions  in  factories. 
These  differ  according  to  whether  the  factory  is  a  power  factory 
or  a  non-power  factory,  i.e,  whether  mechanical  power  is  or  is  not 
used. 


In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are 
concerned  with  the  provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding 
temperature,  ventilaticn,  drainage  of  floors,  sanitary  conveniences. 

In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions  being 
the  responsibility  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  who  is  also 
responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirement 
relating  to  provision  and  maintenance  of  suitable  and  sufficient 
lighting. 


District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork, 

Outwork.  The  law  in  relation  to  outv;orkers  is  dealt  with  in 
Sections  155  and  154  (Part  VIII  of  the  Factories  Act. 3 

The  classes  of  outwork  to  which  the  provisions  relate  are 
specified  by  Ref^ilations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Labour. 

Section  155  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of 
every  factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier  in 
the  business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and  manner 
lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  employed  by 
them  as  outv/orkers. 

A  copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Council 
of  the  District  in  which  the  factory  is  situated  and  if  the  place 
of  employment  of  the  outworker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the 
factory  is  situated  the  Council  of  that  District  is  required  to 
forv/ard  the  name  and  address  of  any  outworker  to  the  appropriate 
District  Council. 

Section  154  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of 
persons  in  unwholesome  premises.
